At Home of Friend and Ask- 


ed Her to Qome to Hotel 
Where She Was After-

Was Suspicious.

Chicago, Feb. 27.— With a wealth of 


detail concerning conversations with 
Ids wife in the flays just before he 
Hilled her in a Chicago hotel last fall, 
but not a word directly touching the 
manner of her death, William Cheeny 
Bills today held the attention of court 
and listeners in his trial for wife- 
raurder. 


? He steadfastly declared that his 
wife had confessed her love for an- 
other man and that he had pleaded 
with her to return to their Cincinnati 
home where their two little children 
awaited them and where he was re- 
spected and prosperous business, man 


"That night we went to a theatre," 


he said. "When we returned I tried 
to put my arms around her but she 
repulsed me. I asHed her— I implored 
her to go home -with me to our two 
children. She said she could not 
help it and that she could not see 
how she could treat me that way be- 
cause I had always been good to her.' 


Pale and apparently on the verge of 


Collapse, ElMs continued: 


"I don't remember anything fur- 


ther. My home had b*en broken up 
I simply seemed to give away. Thf 
first thing I knew I found myself jr. 
bed with my arms around Mrs. Ellis. 
I had on her kimona and — and— anc 
1 saw my darling wife was dead. 


"I «ot -the knife and cut my throat 


antf wrist. Then I called Mrs. Eber- 
Bole\atd asked her If she would no' 
come \down right away. I told her 
something terrible had happened. 
She saidV 'Don't let it happen until 1 
can come down.' 'It is too late, we're 
dying,' I said. After that I cut my 
throat and wrists again. Then the of- 
ficers came. 
"Mrs. Ellis was the highest minded 


woman I ever knew," said Ellis. "Shf 
bad no wrong thoughts. 
She simply 


•was infatuated with that man, Fred, 
Cauldweil of. Brantford, Qnt. She *at - 
never the same after we met him that 
summer. It was while we were at 
dinner here the night I arrived in 
Chicago that she confessed her love 
for him. I asked her to go back to 
Cincinnati and she refused. 'I love 
Cauldwell and he loves me,' she said. 
'We have been corresponding and if 
yon don't let me see Tiim now I will 
jun away and see him another time.' 


"I told Mrs. Bills that she should 


not" stay here unless she had her sis- 
ter Kith her. She said her sister 
would Jangh at her or else think that 
something was wrong. She said that 
if she found out she really loved 
CauldweU she would come and tell 
me, and we ^rould get a divorce. But 
all the time she was a good woman." 


This was the end of Ellis' direct

Lieutenant Becker, Who Gets a New Trial on 


Charge of Plotting Murder of Gambler Rosenihal 


The 'highest court ot New York 


Jtate, the Court of 
Appeals, 
has 


granted Police Lieutenant 
Charles 


decker, sentenced to death for the 
aurder 0f Herman Rosenthal, 
the 


^ew York gambler, a new trial. At 
he same time, the four 
gunmen, 


vho actually did the killing, 
have 


)een denied new trials, and 
they 


aust die in the electric chair at Sing 
3ing, unless they find a lawyer to 
arry their case into 
the 
federal 


•ourts. 


Rosenthal was shot to death July 


16, 1512, In front of the Hotel Met- 
ropo»e on Forty-third street. A year 
and a half ago Becker was convicted 
and sentenced to death. The case 
has dragged along since then. At 
the same rate of speed, three years 
may elapse before another convic- 
tion and confirmation by the Court 
of Appeals may be obtained. 


In tbe mean time, Becker must be 


taken from the death house itr Sing 
Sing to the Tombs prison in New 
York City. He and his friends be- 
lieve another conviction will not be 
obtained. 


Supreme Court Decision 


Makes Certain, Legality 


of Subway Bond Issue 


A 
decision was 
handed 
down 


"'uesday by tbe Supreme Court of 
>h!o that interests 
municipalities 


hroughout the state, who contem- 
ilate the issuance of bonds and will 
ipply directly to Newark's proposed 
ssue of $240,000 
subway bonds, 


,-hich were authorized by ordinance 
•f council last December in accord- 
ince with the vote of Nov. 4, 1913. 


Under the decision there must be 


> levy to create from the sinking 
and an amount equal to take care 
f 
any indebtedness 
created by 


icnds, sufficient to cover this in- 
'ebtedness up to the time of ma- 
urity. 


In other words, there will be a 


general sinking fund, divided into a 
number of other funds, each to take 
care of some specific indebtedness, 
and thus conform to the constitu- 
tion. 


By a special enabling act of the 


legislature, Ohio municipalities may 
by council pass legislation which will 
correct any defect in the authoriz- 
ing ordinance so as to conform to 
the new order of things, and this 
subsequent clause will be enacted by 
the Newark council in regard to the 
ordinance authorizing the subway 
bond issue. 


These bonds are to be sold after 


May 1, 1914.

Reading, B^b. 27.—Mrs. Kate Ed- 
rards, who has been in the shadows 
f the gallows for nearly thirteen 
ears for the killing of her husband, 
as released from the Berks county 
ail today under a pardon granted by 
Governor Tener and secretly taken 
rom tbe city to begin life over again. 


She was convicted of first degree 


murder in 1901 and sentenced to be 
anged, but four governor's declined 
o fist a day for her execution. After 
er conviction petitions were circu- 
ated in many parts of the country 
nd were signed by thousands of wo- 
men protesting against the execution 
f one of their sex. William A. Stone, 
who is now trying to prevent Harry 
K. Thaw from being returned to New 
i'ork state from New Hampshire, 
when governor, refused to fix a date 
and passed her Case along to Goveror 
Pennypacker, who let her death war- 
rant repose in a pigeon-nole as did 
also Governors Stuart and Tener. 


•Mrs. Edwards' case was 
several 


times taken to the board of pardons, 
but commutation of sentence was al- 
ways refused. Last month however, 
the board recommended that she 
be pardoned, ipovided she would not 
be made & victra of further notoriety. 


Much secrecy^as* maintained as to 


the date of the woman's liberation. 
Her pardon --arrived last night and 
she was released before dawn today. 
It is believed she was taken, to Phila- 
delohia where she will be placed in 
an institution and cared for. She is 
nearly sixty years old. 


Mrs. Edwards was convicted of the 


murder along with a negro, who was 
employed with her husband in a 
quarry near her home. The husband 
was found dead with his head battereu 
n. A short time after her arrest Mrs. 
ftdwards gave birth to a negro child. 


The woman later confessed that the 


negro was innocent of the 
murder 


and be was granted a new trial and 
acquitted. Mrs. Edwards has five 
children, who are living in different 
jwrts of the country.

Avoid All Stimulant*.- 


Spring 
and summer 
drinks 


should not include stimulants, 
alcoholic or otherwise. 
Beer, 


wines, champagne and ale all 
increase the surface heat of the 
body and make heat less endur- 
able and the body less able to 
withstand 
heat and 
fatigue. 


Lemonade, fruit punches and 
carbonated waters are the best 
drinks for hot weather. Tea and 
coffee should be iced. 
It Is a 


mistake to think that impure wa- 
ter can be made drinkable by the 
addition of a little tea or coffee. 
This water can be made pure b'y' 
boiling it for a short time. This 
kills bacteria, and the Impurities 
settle to the bottom. These may 
be removed by pouring off the 
water and leaving the settlings. 
Of course tea and coffee when 
boiled or made with boiling wa- 
ter are sterile also and therefore 
drinkable. 


As to drinking iced water, if it 


is taken in moderate quantities 
and not on coming in from tbe 
hot sun it can do no harm. A 
great many think that it cools 
the stomach and prevents di- 
gestion. 
In reality experiment 


has shown that the stomach is 
at a higher temperature than the 
outside air and when cold water 
or food enters it within two min- 
utes it I* warmed to the temper- 
ature of tbe body, thus having 
little effect on digestion.

HISTORY 


OF ERECTION OF 


CITY BUILDING 


In view of the fact that the old 


city 
building, corner 
Main 
and 


Fourth streets is soon to become the 
object of destruction, or scientific 
wrecking,, to maxe possible a gen- 
eral reconstruction of a habitation 
for city officials, a short history of 
its erection will be interesting read- 
ing to many. 


In looking over the council rec- 


ot.ds, City Engineer C. H. Wells has 
found that the first mention of a city 
ball was at the meeting of Sept. 8, 
1851, when the mayor and recorder 
•were authorized to purchase a lot. 
Ibis was over sixty-two years ago. 


At a special meeting, Sept. 10, ft 


was arranged to exchange the old 
market house lot for a lot 50x100 
feet at the corner of West Main and 
Fourth streets, and to pay $1000 for 
a, lot 100x100 feet at the alley on 
Fourth street, upon which the patrol 
house now stands. 


Nov. 6, 1852, plans for a market 


house were adopted as drawn oy 
George Shurtz, and bids were ask- 
ed. 


Bids were opened Dec. 
13 
for 


building the market house as fol- 
lows: 


George Shurtz 
$4,600 


White fc Jewett 
4,500 


H. N. Boss and J. J. Richard- 


son 
4,246 


Dec. 20, it was ordered that a 


contract be made with Boas, Rich- 
ardson and Joseph Coffman to build 
the market house for $4,246, same 
to be under roof July l, 1853, and 
completed Nov. l, iSod. under the 
inspection of the late Willis Rob- 
bins. 


Nov. 
11, 1853, the publishers of a 


W«p of Newark %ere authorized to 
engrave a view of the market house 
at a cost of $25.00. 


Dee. 3, 1853, a bill of 
1149.75 


mis allowed for extra work on the 
nntrket house, and April 1, 1854, an 
additional bill for $101.79 was or- 
dered paid. 


This building was finally accept- 


ed Aug. 10. 1854. and the total cost 
was 14.497.54. 


The bell which still hangs in the 


tower of the 
city 
building, 
wan 


bought Feb. 13, 18M. 
It weighed 


<*08 pounds and cost $164.05. 


This bell was used as a fire beTI, 


market bell and curfew bell until 
the purchase of a bell for fire pur- 
poses only, and the latter was used 
until it was cracked in sounding the 
alarm for a fire at the ice plant 
about twenty years ago. 


It has been suggested that this old 


bell be taken down carefully and 
means taken by the 
city for 
its 


preservation from the junk dealer, 
and it may be the council can make 
some such legislation.
